20 YEAR CAMPAIGN

OF JEWS TRIUMPHS

Charity Federation Plan Pro-

posed Qnartcr of a Century
Ago Is a Reality.

A twenty year campaign which had as
Its object the union of ths Jewish chari
ties of thlfl city has Just been brought
to a successful conclusion. The Kedera
tlon of the Support of Jewish Phllan
throplc Societies, of which Kellx M. War
burg Is the head, will start its work on
January 1,

For two months the federation has
been trying to raise SS.OOO.OOO to get the
central organization going, and has met
with an unusual response In all parts of
the city. The experience of other cities
has shown thst the public will give mora
to an association of charities than to a
number of separate bodies.

Jacob II. fichltf proposed the fericAt
tlon plan a quarter of a ccntur.y ssu. It
Is expected that 50.000 or more subrcrlP'
lions will l handled by the central
office and that each of the charities will
receive as much as If not more than It
collected last year. Those who make con
trlbutlons may stipulate that some part
tlcular organisation will benefit or may
let It go Into the common lunu.

Although the raising of 12,000,000 at
a time when the war vharltlcn are con
stantly beforo the public Is a gtgantlo
task the executive board of the federa
tlon believes that those who supported
Jewish organisations In years past will
be Joined by thoussnd of other persons
who have not tteen reached successfully
by the individual societies.

In Chicago, Philadelphia, Baltimore.
Cleveland and Brooklyn the federation
theory has been tried out with success.
